Plucky Paul in 
66-mile ride bid

A MAN who had to have his 
leg amputated above the 
knee just 13 weeks ago after 
fighting bone infections, is 
set to get on his bike for a 
66.4 mile charity ride. 

Paul Clark, from Milden- 
hall, contracted a bone in¬ 
fection back in November 
2014 after having an opera¬ 
tion to put metal work in his 
leg. 

He was in and out of hos¬ 
pital for more than a year, 
going through countless sur¬ 
geries, before doctors at Ad- 
denbrooke’s said the leg may 
need to be amputated. 

Paul said: “This was ayear- 
and-a-half of hell. When they 
told me my leg could be am¬ 
putated it hit me really badly 
because I wasn’t even con¬ 
sidering it. 

“My first reaction was 
breaking down on the phone 
to my wife. In the end it was 
my decision and I decided it 
was for the best.” 

Despite his struggles, 
three days after his opera- 
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tion, Paul was already in the 
physiotherapy room to look 
to the future. 

He added: “It was very dif¬ 
ferent and very strange at 
first to use the prosthetic. I 
am using crutches at the mo¬ 
ment and I’m slowly getting 
used to it.” 

And just 13 weeks after 
the operation, which saw his 
leg removed above the knee, 
Paul is back on his feet and 
getting on his bike to raise 
money for a local group. 

He will be cycling 66.4 
miles - from Mildenhall to 
Mungford, on to Downham 
Market, to Ely and then back 
to Mildenhall - and is trying 
to raise £5,000 for the Suf¬ 
folk Stars, a gymnastic and 
cheerleading group, to buy 
new equipment. 

Paul said: “My daughter 
Ella goes to the cheerleading 


group and they were abso¬ 
lutely brilliant with her and 
the support they offered, 
and after that I decided to do 
something for them. 

“They do a lot of displays 
and have mats for the hoor 
which fit together like a 
jigsaw, but at the moment 
they’re uneven so I am look¬ 
ing to raise money to replace 
them.” 

Donations have already 
come in for the cycle ride, 
which is set to take place 
on September 26, including 
£200 from Paul’s consultant. 

“I couldn’t believe it when 
I saw the amount,” Paul said. 
“I have already been dis¬ 
charged from him and he is 
happy for me to do the ride.”

AHT helps to 
find dog’s sight 


SPECIALISTS vets were left 
astounded after a dog who 
went blind without any 
warning suddenly regained 
her sight. 

Roxy a seven-year-old gi¬ 
ant schnauzer, was out on a 
walk with her owners Erica 
and John Redmond. 

Always boisterous, fun 
and loving, Erica and John 
began to worry when Roxy 
ploughed into them at full 
gallop. 

When she wandered off 
a low promenade wall in 
Cromer, her owners rushed 
her to the vets where they 
thought she had an eye in¬ 
fection. 

But that night, Roxy nar¬ 
rowly missed walking into 
a tree and started bump¬ 
ing into furniture - so Erica 
and John went to the Animal 
Health Trust near Newmar¬ 
ket. 

Erica said: “Renata Stavi- 
nohova, one of the ophthal¬ 
mologists there, examined 
Roxy’s eyes and found severe 
inflammation and that both 
of Roxy’s retinas were de¬ 
tached. 

“Renata confirmed our 
worst fears - Roxy was blind 
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in both eyes.” 

Roxy was kept at the AHT 
for close monitoring and di¬ 
agnostic tests before being 
put on a course of steroid 
and eye drops to stop her 
immune system from attack¬ 
ing her retinas. 

When she was discharged, 
John and Erica set about 
making their home Roxy- 
friendly, bubble wrapping 
furniture and marking 
doorways with perfume so 
she could get around more 
easily. 

Two weeks later, Roxy 
went back to the AHT and 
although the inflammation 
had slightly improved, Roxy 
was still blind. 

She started on a stronger 
immunosuppressant medi¬ 
cation and went home again. 

But within a few days, Er¬ 
ica and John started to see 
improvements. 

“We were convinced she 
could see a little,” Erica 
said. “The clues couldn’t all 
be due to her other senses 
being heightened. Walking 


down the road, she saw a 
man approaching from 50 
yards and barked at him. An¬ 
other time we thought she 
saw children walking about 
100 yards away.” 

And, in what AHT vet Re¬ 
nata calls an “amazing” case, 
at her next check up, Roxy 
was able to see in both eyes 
and her retinas had reat¬ 
tached. 

Renata said: “When I first 
saw Roxy she was, under¬ 
standably, a quiet, subdued 
dog who was blind and 
frightened. The change in 
her now is quite remarkable. 

“This is a truly interesting 
and amazing case and we 
are so pleased for Roxy, Erica 
and John.” 

Erica and John paid trib¬ 
ute to the AHT, saying it 
helped their dog get back to 
her “dear self”. 

Erica said: “We couldn’t be 
more grateful to the staff at 
the AHT for their care and at¬ 
tention throughout this wor¬ 
rying time.”

“People that use it all 
make friends and it’s a real 
lifeline for people. 

“A lot of people go to The 
Guineas, or to Tesco or Wait- 
rose. We have people that go 
to meet their daughters in 
Newmarket as this is a way 
for them to do that. 

“We have another lady that 


comes to Newmarket once a 
month to see her friend at 
Studlands, and then next 
time her friend will go from 
Studlands to see her. 

“If this service wasn’t avail¬ 
able, they would never see 
each other. It’s invaluable.” 

Most people on the buses 
are regular users and a round 
journey from Burwell to 
Newmarket costs around £3. 

Rita said that many peo¬ 
ple seem to think the service 
is only for disabled people - 
but that isn’t the case. 

“It’s for anyone who 
doesn’t have a car or a bus 
route,” she said. “You can 


ring the office and they will 
sort out a trip for you.”

A £10 MILLION “gallop in the sky” 
could be built for trainers based in 
the Hamilton Road area. 

The lockey Club announced its 
plans for a new 950-metre gallop, 
emulating the iconic Warren Hill, 
on land off Hamilton Road on the 
racecourse side of the town. 

A new uphill gallop will be made, 
subject to planning permission, to 
create a 30-metre incline so that 
horses boxed in the area do not 
have to travel the distance and 
cross traffic to Warren Hill. 

The new gallops would start on 
the ground level before being part 
elevated onto a bridge, before fin¬ 
ishing on a man-made mound. 

William Gittus, managing direc¬ 
tor of The lockey Club, said: “This 
is what we hope will be a gallop for 
the 21st century. 

“We have the growth and we 
have a demand for further growth.” 

Training uphill is “essential” for 
any trainer, Mr Gittus said, but at 
the moment trainers who want 
to use Warren Hill have to travel 
across the town which takes both 


scheme to create

time and money. 

It is thought the gallops could be 
finished by 2020, with hopes that 
the project will be paid for by bor¬ 
rowing and funding from Local En¬ 
terprise Partnerships (LEPs). 

Nick Patton, assistant managing 
director of The jockey Club, said: 

“The seed was planted in my head 
in 2010 by a trainer and since then 
we have done a huge amount of 
work. It really opened my eyes up 
to what could be done with a bit of 
innovation on a visit to japan 

“In japan, it meant them going 
from field gallops to uphill, revo¬ 
lutionising japanese racing and 
allowed them to compete interna¬ 
tionally.” 

Sir Mark Prescott joined a work¬ 
ing group for the scheme and is in 
full support. 

He told the Newmarket News : 

“This is the next step for Newmar¬ 
ket. Newmarket’s growth has been 
a remarkable achievement and it 
will make this side of town as de¬ 
sirable as the Bury side. 

“This is an expansion that looks 
50 years into the future.” 

The planning application will be 
submitted to Forest Heath District 
Council in early September.

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What made you decide to be a fashion designer? 

Do you come from a creative family? 

I've always seen my mother painting after work, and as a child, 

I would sit with her and talk about colours. I always enjoyed 
painting with her. My dad is a passionate winemaker - I guess 
that's another type of art. My sisters are in the arts as well. I 
trained in fine art at Central St Martins in London, and I always 
admired the creations of the fashion department, but I love art 
and live for it. I guess I was attracted by the genius. I always saw 
myself as an artist/designer. When I started working for Original 
Satchel Store, I was in London. At the time I was working with an 
amazing set designer, creating sets prior to various fashion weeks. 

I designed for catwalks and shoots for fashion magazines. I guess 
the Original Satchel Store was attracted by my artistic universe, 
and the previous collaborations I worked on. I was handling the 
art direction first for the company and that led naturally to having 
ideas for new bags. So they invited me to join the team for good, 
and I haven't regretted it for a second. 

Which satchel designs are trending this summer? 

Hard question because I can't make my mind up out of two 
of our bags: I love the yellow classic tote, but I think the silver 
satchel is the one for summer. 

The Hera bag (part of the Run to the Sun collection) is striking 
and stunning and your 'baby' (design-wise). 

What inspired you? 

A lot of it is a mix between pure abstract paintings, together with 
inspiration from fashion designer Issey Miyake and the drapery of 
ancient sculptures. When we did the photoshoot for the Run to 
the Sun collection, we took the models to Cadaques in Spain. It 
was a favourite place for artists like Magritte, Matisse and Picasso. 
The sea is impossibly azure and the light is unique. Run to the 
Sun became the obvious name for the collection. 

If I could choose one bag it would be the Soft Leather Tote 
in forest green or tan (tough choice). What would yours 
be and why? 

I have a tan soft leather satchel and tote which are with me every 
day of my life. 

What's the mood for autumn/winter? 

The mood can be summed up with black soft leather satchels 
and a bronze leather tote. And our top-secret new design that is 
going to be SO popular... I can't wait to start showing it to our 
international buyers and our customers. 

Tell us a little about your design process. Does it start with 
a sketch or an idea? 

I start with an idea which I carry round in my head until it begins 
to form into a complete product. Then I start sketching and 
moving things around. At that point I send the sketches to our 
design studio. 

You work across Paris/Barcelona/South of France - is 'place' 
important to you? 

Yes, definitely. It's important to be in the right environment to 
create day after day. I had amazing experiences and inspirations 
in London and Paris, but now Barcelona is just right for the time 
being. Here I have my studio where I work with ceramics and 
also design my bags. It's just perfect. 

Are you designing for an international customer base? If so, 
are there style markets specific to certain countries? 

Yes, there are definitely different style markets, but the satchels 
are traditionally and purely English, so if international customers 
come to us, they are specifically after this British style. That's our 
strength. 

There are quite a few brands designing satchels now. What 
makes Original Satchel Store distinctive? 

The quality of the leather and the craftsmanship of our leather

subsequent book, War Dogs 
heavily dramatises the true story of 
two enterprising twentysome- 
things, who became multi-millionaires 
as arms dealers to the US military. 

Director Todd Phillips, mastermind of 
The Hangover films, and co-writer Jason 
Smilovic don't let the truth get in the way of 
spinning an entertaining yarn. 

They embellish the jaw-dropping 
rags-to-riches narrative with a hare¬ 
brained chase through the notorious 
Triangle of Death to the south of Baghdad, 
and some fizzing one-liners, which are 
used as chapter headings to bookmark 
each stage of the journey. 

Miles Teller and Jonah Hill, who garnered 
numerous awards for their eye-catching 
work in Whiplash and The Wolf Of Wall 
Street respectively, are an incendiary 
double-act. 

They clamber over various obstacles 
thrown in their characters' paths and 
brazenly wisecrack in the face of death. 

Phillips’ film opens with TV news footage 
from the war in Iraq in 2008. 

"I see $17,000," explains massage 
therapist David Packouz (Teller). “That's 
what it costs to outfit an American soldier."

Narrating his own extraordinary story, 
David introduces us to his wife Iz (Ana de 
Armas), with whom he hopes to raise a 
family by selling bed sheets to local care 
homes. 

His get-rich-quick scheme flops 
and David is reluctant to tell his 
spouse that the boxes of 
bedding cluttering up their 
apartment are not their 
golden ticket to a brighter 
future. At this low ebb, 

David meets his friend 
Efraim Diveroli (Hill), who 
has discovered a website 
which lists contracts that 
the US military needs to be 
fulfilled. 

"When life kicked me, I 
stayed down. But Efraim? He 
kicked back," gushes David, 
who agrees to become a partner in this 
shadowy yet highly lucrative business. 

The buddies tender for a massive 
munitions contract with the help of 
infamous dealer Henry Girard (Bradley 


Cooper) and underbid by $53 million. 

David travels to Albania to fulfil the 
contract, aided by his driver Bashkim (JB 
Blanc), who knows which palms to grease. 

When David questions the morality of 
the business, which he keeps secret from 
Iz, Efraim immediately hits back. 

"This isn't about being pro-war," he coun¬ 
sels David. "It’s about being 
pro-money." 

Bolstered by strong performances 
from the two leads, 

War Dogs is an engrossing 
and frequently uproarious 
comedy of errors. 

Phillips and Smilovic’s 
script short changes the 
supporting characters: Iz 
exists solely to prick 
David's conscience with 
her fleeting words of 
wisdom. 

However, they do they craft 
some big laughs like when the

I F YOU'D asked me about Ludlow 
six months ago, I'd have said 
nothing because I knew nothing. 
If you asked me now, I'd say it's a 
charming historic town on the 
Welsh border and full of nice things. 
It's not a fascinating insight but it's 
better than nothing. 

We were staying in Fishmore Hall 
on the outskirts of Ludlow and right 
in the centre of beautiful 
Shropshire countryside. 

Once a dilapidated 
manor house and now a 
boutique hotel with 
just 15 rooms, 

Fishmore Hall was 
more than equipped 
to deal with my 
demands. 

Firstly, the bedroom 
was huge, the bed could 
sleep a large family and 
the bathroom was the size of 
my living room. Secondly, the 
menu looked excellent - and thirdly, 
it had a bar. My demands are few but 
essentially amount to nice food, big 
bed and alcohol. 

After a very brief beauty regime, I 
was ready for a drink and a meal. 

Victoria, on the other hand, 
decided to do more than wash her 
hands and apply deodorant. 

So I went to 'explore the hotel' - or 
have a drink at the bar as it is 
otherwise known. I decided to relax 
with a couple of local beers and read 
a magazine about the exclusive 


Shropshire set, who looked very 
similar to a lot of other sets from 
different English counties. 

By the time Victoria arrived, I was 
suitably relaxed but starving so had 
decided we were having the six- 
course tasting menu (£60 per head). 

Victoria's fears that she wouldn't 
be able to eat all of it were allayed by 
my generous offer to eat anything she 
left. So began a beautiful 
evening of excellent 
food, wine and me 
hoovering up 
anything Victoria 
« . couldn't eat.

And then passion fruit and white 
chocolate cheesecake with orange 
sorbet as dessert. 

This was a decent meal but the 
only thing that could make a decent 
meal better was cheese. I went for 
CerneyAsh, Ribblesdale Goat, 
Whittington Oak, Lancashire Bomb 
and Hereford Hop. And I'd hate to be 
too positive about a meal but it was 
all very good. 

Maybe I struggle to find fault but 
I had a look and nothing was

amiss, it was just excellent. 

After a good night's sleep in the 
bed fit for a king, his entourage, and 
close family, we enjoyed a classy 
traditional English breakfast (no 
beans or hash browns) and hit 
Ludlow. 

I say 'hit Ludlow' but a more 
accurate description would be we 
sauntered into a historic English 
market town. 

The best way to describe Ludlow is 
like a small Chester with fewer 
students and Scousers and more 
people in tweed suits (seven in total). 

There's a castle, which we didn't 
visit, having decided we'd spent 
enough on pottery from an actual 
potter. I presume he'd made them or 
we were the victims of an elaborate 
scam and we paid over the odds for 
some vases from Ikea. 

I know you shouldn't have regrets 
but for the sake of a fiver, we missed 
out on the castle, even though we 
saw a bit of it by peeking over the 
wall. 

As we had a large afternoon tea 
booked for later, lunch was a very 
simple affair - or, as it turned out, a 
very large pork sandwich with apple 
sauce and stuffing - from Vaughans 
sandwich shop. 

It was becoming very apparent if 
you enjoy food, antiques, history, 
posh people, architecture - and 
food again - then Ludlow is 
somewhere you have to visit. 

There are bistros, delicatessens,

bakeries, restaurants and many more 
places in which you could eat or 
drink. 

It seemed like a ratio of one fine 
food supplier to every three people in 
Ludlow, which meant we had our 
work cut out to visit each and every 
one before our grand afternoon tea. 

Through sheer determination, 
courage and sacrifice we did it, 
although by the time we turned up at 
Fishmore Hall for that aformentioned 
tea, the light lunch had progressed to 
a couple of pies, flapjack, Victoria 
sponge and a pork and stuffing 
baguette. 

At this point, I'd like to say there 
are so very many things to do in 
Ludlow and the surrounding area 
that the next time we visit, I'd say 
you’d need a good few days. The 
Ironbridge area is just a few miles 


away, as are numerous National 
Trust properties as well as the 
fabulous countryside. 

We managed to catch a breather in 
the Unicorn pub, a 17th-century 
coaching inn, which was the very 
definition of traditional. I'm sure it 
has changed in 300 years but the 
only modern thing in the place 
was electricity. 

It had been an hour or two since 
we last ate so it was time for our full 
afternoon tea - a never-ending feast 
of cakes, sandwiches and scones 
served with tea and coffee. 

Our glimpse of life for an ordinary 
person of Ludlow was over. 

Well, an ordinary person if they 
happened to eat like a greedy king 
and live in a luxurious boutique 
hotel, and spend their spare time 
sightseeing.

I'll concentrate here on the 
model built between 2008 and 
2013, which initially came with 
1.1 or 1.2-litre engines. 

This was replaced in 2011 by a 
new high economy 1.0-litre and a 
1.25 four and the whole car was 
refreshed and up-dated. 

The 1.0-litre three cylinder 
Blue Eco model comes with low 
rolling resistance tyres and other 
fuel saving tech that makes it very 
reasonable to run. 

Good power steering, small size 
and an almost vertical rear make 
all il 0s very town friendly and 
they even cope reasonably well 
with longer trips. 

As well as a five-speed manual 
gearbox there's a four-speed 
automatic but this runs out of 
'oomph' at anything above 60 


miles an hour and is to be avoided 
unless you have to have it. 

There is some wind and road 
noise but it's not too intrusive 
and the engine is smooth and 
reasonably quiet until pressed. 

Handling and road-holding are 
pretty good, giving a fair amount 
of fun through the corners and 
although the driving position is 
not perfect, I didn't find it really 
uncomfortable. 

There's room for four adults and 
comfort is up to other city cars, 
but the boot is tiny. 

All have five doors and air 
con, electric windows, an MP3 
compatible CD player, aircon. 
front and side airbags, folding 
rear seats and a height adjustable 
column.

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Peugeot 308 GTi 



Y OU can't help it - the frisson of 
excitement when the legendary 
motoring initials GTi are on a car. 

This time it is Peugeot's five-door 308 that 
bears the hot hatch moniker - and more than 
does it justice. 

There are two versions produced at the 
company's Sochaux factory in France - a 
cheaper 250ps model and the 270ps fire¬ 
breathing monster I drove. 

Push the ignition button and the sparkling 
work conducted by the French motor 
manufacturer's engineers at Peugeot Sport 
is revealed as the GTi hits 60mph from a 
standing start in a scintillating six seconds on 
its way to a top speed of 155mph. 

The athletic 1.6-litre petrol engine, linked 
to a slick six-speed manual gearbox, is 
refreshingly refined while performing at its 
optimum leaving the driver to concentrate 
on the superb handling which benefits from 
a reworked suspension system that leaves the 
car hugging the ground. 

If all that isn't enough for you then press 
the Sport button in the centre console which 
sharpens up an already rapier-like throttle 
response, changes the instrumentation to be 
backlit in red and pumps extra exhaust noise 
through the speakers. 

Performance figures to die for are nothing 
without control but have no fear, the car 
corners as if on rails with jet-fighter reflexes 
and lots of confidence-inspiring grip. 

Similarly you need something that is pretty 
efficient at bringing you to a halt safely so the 
308 GTi gets larger brakes with natty looking 
red painted Peugeot Sport brake calipers. 

The ride is firm on the 19-inch Carbone 
alloy wheels, but far from uncomfortable 
making it a viable option for pootling around 
town. 


It is not a massive gas guzzler either as 
average fuel economy is claimed at 47.1 mpg 
while carbon dioxide emssions are 139g/km. 

Climb into the cabin and you are 
immediately grabbed by the GTi Alcantara 
bucket seats with red stitching and Peugeot 
Sport branding. 

It is well equipped with dual-zone climate 
control plus sat-nav and cruise control with 
speed limiter. A 9.7-inch touchscreen is the 
star of the dash offering access to all the car's 
main treats. 

The fit and finish are excellent thanks to 
the quality materials used and the care taken 
screwing everything together. 

There is plenty of space for four adults 
while the boot offers plenty of room for the 
weekly supermarket shop - with rear seats 
folding when larger loads need transporting. 

The 308 GTi is pretty pricey at a shade 
over £28,000 but in many ways justifies this 
as it is a hot hatch for the family - if such a 
thing can exist - with a mature drive that will 
nevertheless excite thrillseekers.

Heritage hatch heroes

N O doubt, the 1980s 
was the decade of 
the hot hatchback; 
a breed of cars that all-but 
killed the popular mass- 
market sports cars. What 
was it that car manufacturers 
found so enticing to want to 
replace a classic trunk with a 
sloped window? 

Here, Heritage Car 
Insurance takes a look at 
the top five most iconic 
hatchbacks of the 1980s that 
could provide an insight into 
this burning question. 

1. FORD FIESTA XR2 

The Ford Fiesta XR2 stood 
out in the hot hatchback 
market of the 1980s 
because of its popularity 
amongst regular drivers. 
Furthermore, its great looks 
and brilliantly smooth 
handling made it an instant 
showroom winner. 

Today the Fiesta XR2 
continues to highlight all of 
Ford's trademark appeal; 
fast, affordable and fun. It 
can still be found at your 
local dealerships for under 
£1,500. With a little fixing 
up, this baby will be as good 
as new. Plus, its value will 
only increase. 


2. VOLKSWAGEN GOLF GTI 
MK2 

The GTI MK2 was a 
fundamental improvement 
to the genre-defining MK1, 
launched in the previous 
decade. It was touted as the 
most complete, with a bigger 
interior, a more powerful 
engine, better handling and 
security as well as vastly 
reduced under-steer. 

Now more popular than 
ever, the Golf GTI MK2 is 
possibly the most sensible 
retro hot hatch on the market. 
Spares are well catered for. 

3. PEUGEOT 205 GTI 

Considered by many to be 
the Holy Grail of hot hatches, 
the Peugeot 205GTI is equal 
part light and equal part 
fast. It offers sharp-edged 
B-road performance with 
understated and classy looks 
and excellent build quality. 


Its reputation for 'dangerous' 
lift-off oversteer was largely 
overplayed - this issue is 
easily resolved with a set of 
good modern tyres. 

Launched in 1984 in 
1.6-litre form, the 130bhp 
205 GTI 1.9 followed three 
years later and became one 
of the quickest as well as 
sweetest handling cars of its 
generation. 

4. RENAULT 5GT TURBO 

The Renault 5GT Turbo vied 
with the Peugeot 205 GTI and 
Volkswagen Golf GTI as one 
of the defining hot hatchbacks 
of its era. With a 0-60mph 
time in 7.1 secondsand a 
maximum speed of 123mph, 
it was certainly the quickest of 
the front runners. 

The 5GT Turbo produced 
some fantastic performance 
figures with 115bhp and 
health 121 lb ft of torque on 


tap, thanks to its low weight. 
Today, the 5GT Turbo is rare 
and becoming increasingly 
expensive, with good cars 
costing upwards of £6,000. 

5. CITROEN AX GTI 

Weighing in at just 720kg, 
but boasting impeccable 
performance, the Citroen AX 
GTI has definitely earned its 
title as the Rocky Marciano of 
hatchbacks; a featherweight 
that packs a giant-killing 
punch. 

The AX had zero flab plus 
fantastic handling balance 
and steering feel. Thin metal 
in non-structural areas of the 
body, as well as composite 
body panels, made the car 
as efficient as possible. This 
makes its 1.4-litre engine's 
101 bhp surprisingly effective. 

The AX, though much 
sought-after, is very difficult to 
find today. A search through 
owners' clubs would be the 
best option. 

Heritage Car Insurance 
managing partner, Mark 
Wilkinson, said: "These cars 
were standard fare on our 
roads just a little over 30 
years ago. Yet, today they 
are considered 'classics', 
increasing in rarity and value."

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IF imitation is the sincerest 
form of flattery then the feisty 
little Fiesta S Red should 
be blushing with pride at 
the arrival of an equally red 
number from Vauxhall. 

The new £17,125 Corsa 
Red Edition is obviously 
aimed at the same sort of 
buyer (youngish, male, keen 
driver) who would dearly love 
to grab the wheel of a faster 
model but can neither afford 
the monthly payments - or 
the insurance. 

So Vauxhall helps him out 
with a rather less potent but 
considerably cheaper (by 
precisely £1,000 over the 
VXR) version that aims to give 
similar thrills, if watered down 
a little. 

Do it with conviction 
and, bragging rights apart, 
you'll have a car that's great 
fun to drive. Put it on our 
crowded, potholed roads and 
(whisper it) the slightly softer 
suspension and less aggressive 
throttle response might make 
it a nicer drive. 

The Corsa Red Edition 
comes with a new 
turbocharged 1.4 litre engine, 
whose 150 horsepower 
propel the car to 129mph and 
reduce the sprint to 62mph 
to 8.9 seconds. So, perky 
enough for most. 

Driven with restraint (ha!) 
you might approach the 


49.6mpg the car recorded 
in the official test but it's 
very unlikely indeed to get 
anywhere near that in the 
hands of a typical owner. 
That's not what he bought the 
car for anyway, is it? 

At least the 132g/km 
exhaust emissions mean a 
reasonable £130 annual tax 
bill and of more concern is 
going to be how the car looks 
and how it feels when he's 
showing off to his mates. 
We've all been there. 

With chunky 1 7-inch alloy 
wheels and body coloured 
front lower spoiler, side 
sills, rear roof spoiler and 
rear lower skirt the Corsa 
Red Edition looks as little as 
possible like the shopping 
trolley Corsa STING that starts 
the range off at less than ten 
grand. 

Add in a chrome-look 
tailpipe, black roof and door 
mirror housings - with still 
more black on the front grille 
bar and door pillars and here 
is a car that looks the biz 
simply standing still. 

Dark tinted rear windows 
and lowered suspension 
ratchet up the cool look 
count, while the interior is 
given a sporty makeover with 
huggy front seats and fancy 
pedals and a leather wrapped 
steering wheel. 

There's air con, electric 


windows and digital radio on 
the standard spec list, along 
with a switch to make the 
steering lighter, a feature that 
seems redundant on a car 
designed for the more brawny 
end of the market. 

There was no need, or 
desire to select the city mode 
steering function on my Red 
Edition drive, where the feel 
through the wheel (which 
also usefully houses controls 
for radio and phone) was 
better than most cars at the 
price and fitted with electric 
assistance. 

The gearbox has been 
fettled to make it more 
precise in this application (as 
though lesser versions need 
a less precise feel?) but felt 
some way less impressively 
click-click than I'd hoped for. 

No doubting the spread of 
power, though, thanks to a 
turbo engine that sounds gruff 
whatever you ask of it and 
the car is precise enough on 
corners to make it fun, if the 
ride is less than forgiving. 

The real question than 
arises; would you rather have 
the Fiesta S Red? It's less 
powerful, but £680 less costly 
and a lot lighter in the other 
sort of pounds too, so feels 
nimbler on its toes. 

You will need a test drive 
of both, which is no hardship, 
surely.
